There are very conflicting accounts ubout the 
results of Japanese emigration to Peru. Tho 
Hongkong Maru, which carried 630 emigrants 
thitlier last June; has now returned, and her 
ape speaks.most favourably of the outlook. | 

o sare | that, owing to disquietin, ng ramours, * 
ne eki, Japanese Consul in Chili, recently: 
proceeded to Peru and held an: investigation. 
‘The result was thet, with the excéption of 11- 
invalids, -all tho Japanese immigrants wero 
found: to be well and happy. Arrangements 
‘were: wade for-the:repatriation-of_those-11,-bu 
at the last moment two'of thom declared them- ‘ 
selves sufficiently ‘recovered to remain. The 
Captain, goos on to say that, althongh’ the 
Chinese immigrants ara disliked and distrusted, 


the'Sapmnese are very popular and their future ppc 


looks very bright. 

On the other hand, the. Asahi quotes-the 
members of the first bard of emigrants in 6 
diametri a opposite senee. Those men, 600 
inn went to Pern in. 1907. - At first 
things prespered. swith them, for they earned 
over 2 yen adsy and ware able to live for 25 
yet s month, But: by degrees the price of 
provisions was raised, and the quantity of “ayo 
obtainable from the forests became gra 
und less, unti) it was finally Obvious th rere eth only 
pradent course wag to return to Japan, carrying 
the money they had succeeded ip saving, 
namely, about 700 yen, before it had to be devot- 
ed. to the expensa of living. These congra-- 
tulate themselves on having escaped comfortably, 
hut thé case .of the next atch of 600, who left 
for Peru-in September 1908, is ver: ‘difforent. 
They soon found themselves plunged in sérious 
dificulties, unable to pay their way if they 
remained, and unable‘to return ob account of 
their dabt to the shipping company.
